News items from Corinth, since the army 
lef: in pursuit of Price, are scarce. A ser- 
geant of cavalry arrived from the front this 
n orning, but gives little information. 

A correspondent writes me from Corinth : 
“Oo Sunday morning, at daylight, on the 
Hatchie, the scouts of the Tennessee cavalry, 
commanded by Capt. Ford of Missouri, ac 
companied by the 5th Oblo, 3d Michigan, 24 
lowa, Tih Illinois and Tennessee Home 
Guards, started ia pursuit of the enemy, wao 
bad started for Pocahontas. 
Coming up with bis rear guard at 1 a m., 
about rine miles trom the town, skirmishiag 
commenced, and our forces continued dog- 
ging him until dark. Two of the enemy's 
batterica were unsuccessfully charged by our 
infuntry during the aficrncon. Oar trvops 
were sguin on the march at daylight, coming 
up vita the enemy again at ll a m, when oar 
advance agan commenced th: 
enemy’s rear, pressing them so heavily that 
the teamsters were compelled to abandon 
their train. This was continued uotil 
wight closed the strife. In the meantime 
when within about two miles of Davis’ bridge, 
they were met by Hauribut, who had 4 sharp 
engagement with them, turning the cnemy 
back, who then took a southerly course ia 
the direction of Kossuth, where toey 
were egala attacked In front by our forces, 
and turned towards Ripley, in a south 
western direction from Koscuth. After cross- 
ing the Hatchie, and when about half of the 
cistance to Ripley, McPherson met them ia 
frout and engaged them promp‘ly. Finding 
themeelves sharply engaged in whichever di- 
recti.n they might turn, and constantly sus- 
teining heavy losses In prisoners, they found 
it necessary to abandon all of their train. 

What hes transpired since then, I have boen 
unable to learn. 

The lists of casualties in the engagement of 
Fridsy and Saturday are slowly coming is. 
We shall be unable to procure full lists from 
apy source unti) the official report is made. 
The chief surgeon, Col. Alien, reports that up 
to the 4h our loss in killed was 200, and 
wounded 550. The wounds were, generally 
speaking, slight. On the other baad, the enc- 
emy were, as a general thing, severely woun- 


shetl. We bad, at that time, buried 2,000 of 
the enemy's dead, and had 1,000 cases of 
which twenty-five have died to-day in the 
hospitals. Their hospital cases incladed only 
those who were so severely wounded as to 
render their removal impossible. The rebel 
wounded were removed to Ou0ka to-day.
